It  is  not  opinions,  it  is  not  a  certain  order 
of  mental  pfocesies,  or  of  experience,  but  it  is  love ; 
that  golden  chain  which  binds  all  orders  of  holy  beings 
fast  to  tlie  throne  of  God,  and  which  being  let  dow'n 
to  earth,  is  designed  to  raise  up  us  also  to  the  same 
high  moral  elevation  with  them:  it  is  tliat  mainspring 
in  the  machinery  of  God’s  government,  whicli  causes 
all  the  wheels  to  move  with  perfect  regularity,  and  to 
their  appointed  ends. 

“  L'^t  brotherly  love  continue,”  and  all  will  work 
right  eventually.  What  matters  it  if  differences  of 
judgment  do  prevail,  either  upon  subjects  of  doctrine, 
or  of  discipline ;  either  within  the  Church,  or  between 
her  meinters,  and  those  who  are  without  1  It  is  a 
result,  which  tlie  imperfection  of  the  liuman  mind 
makes  almost  inevitable.  “  If  brotlierly  love  contin¬ 
ue,”  such  diff  rence-’,  imperceptibly  give  way  before 
the  light  of  truth.  I  like  the  views  which  you  have 
expressed  in  your  last  paper,  upon  the  means  of  pre¬ 
serving  peace.  L't  there  be  “a  free  expression  of 
opinion;”  a  fair  and  candid  di.‘^cnpsion  of  controvert¬ 
ed  p'lintri,  conducted  in  “hro'.h''rly  kindness,”  with  a 
careful  avoidance  of  all  misrepre.seri’ation  of  the  opin¬ 
ion  of  others,  all  suspicion  of  motives,  all  crimination 
and  r  crimination,  and  I  do  n'>t  see  how  among  breth¬ 
ren,  there  can  bo  any  cause  by  which  the  ‘"bond  of 
peace”  shall  be  broken.  Di^cu.-sion  upon  controverted 
points  seenn  to  me  to  be  desirable.  Where  all  are  in 
search  after  truth,  we  lielo  one  another  on  by  contro¬ 
versy.  It  show.i  that  the  Chnrch  is  in  a  state  of  active 
inquiry,  and  that  her  members  are  not  asleep,  but  de¬ 
sirous  to  grow  in  knowledge.  Controversy  does  not 
nece.<sarily  imply  “anger,”  “  malice”  or  “  bitterness.” 
'J'hese  I  )o  often  attach  themselves  to  it,  it  is  true  ;  but 
they  are  not  a  part  of  controversy.  “  Brotherly  love” 
is  a  imich  more  becoming  and  appropriate  ornament, 
“  Let  it  continue,”  and  we  cannot  have  too  much  of 
controversy.

Mr.  Editor, — Having  just  p'*ruecd  an  article  upon 
the  proept’Cts  of  the  Church,  over  the  eianaUire  of 
S.  H.T.  ,  contained  in  your  paper  of  the  31st  December, 
on  i  believing  that  you  design  by  such  publicjlions  to 
promote  the  cause  of  truth,  I  will  trouble  you  with  a 
few  strictures  upon  thai  singular  communication.  Be- 
f  ire  1  proceed,  however,  I  will  briefly  state,  that  I  am 
actuated  by  no  unfriendly  feelings  towards  the  able, 
learned,  and  eloquent  author  of  that  comrnunic ition. 

1  only  design  In  rescue  from  unmerited  reproach  a  party 
to  whom  the  Church  and  th’  world  are  deeply  indebt¬ 
ed,  and  to  prove  the  fallncy  of  the  arguments  advanced. 

I  am  at  a  los.s,  Mr.  Fiditor,  to  account  for  this  violent 
tirade  agiinst  the  exclusive  claims  of  churolimen, 
which  in  tlif*  estimation  of  that  nutlior  are  so  olfem-ive 
to  other  denominations,  and  so  destitute  of  solid  fuiin- 
ditioii.  By  exclii-iive  claims,  do 's  the  author  mctui  tlie 
claims  we  advance  to  a  regularly  constituted  and  <li- 
finely  app.iin*ed  ministry?  Does  ho  mean  the  divine 
right  of  Episcopacy  and  all  the  great  and  important 
truths  that  se“m  to  flow  necessarily  from  it]  Is  this 
one  of  thn-c  offensive  features,  to  which  other  denomi¬ 
nations  have  a  right  to  object  and  of  which  they  com¬ 
plain  so  biiterly  ]  If  s',  why  did  not  the  author  assail 
with  equal  s’verity  tlie  exclusive  principle  of  the 
Prayer-book]  What  churchman  in  an^  age  or  country 
ever  contended  for  more  than  is  contained  in  the  ordi- 
nition  service]  VV'liat  does  that  book  assert]  “Tiiai 
it  i«  evident  unto  all  men  diligently  reading  the  holy 
S  -riptures  and  ancient  auihors,  that  from  the  ap  istlcs’ 
ti  ne  there  hive  been  tliree  orders  of  ministers  in  tlie 
Churc'i,  Bishop,  Priests  and  Deacons.  Do  s  it  stop 
til  're]  No,  sir.  It  declares  further,  that  “  no  man  shall 
be  accounted  or  taken  to  be  a  lawful  Bishop,  Priest  or 
D  ‘aeon  in  this  Church,  or  suffered  to  execute  any  i  f 
the  said  function-,  except  he  be  called,  tried,  examined, 
an  1  admitted  thereunto  according  to  the  form  hereafter 
following  ;  or  hitu  had  F]piscopal  consecration  or  ordi- 
n  Ition.’’  Does  It  even  stop  here  ]  No,  sir.  In  the  2;ld 
article  it  is  written,  That  it  is  not  lawful  for  any  man 
1 1  take  up  »n  him  tlie  office  of  public  preaching  or  niin- 
i  tering  the  sacraments,  belore  he  be  lawfully  called 
and  sent.  An'l  th“n  it  adds,  “  'Fhose  we  ouglil  to  judge 
liicfully  8 ‘lit  and  called,  which  be  chosen  and  called 
to  this  w’ork  by  m^'n,  who  have  public  authority  to  call 
and  son  I.”  'I'here  is  no  ambiguity  in  the  phraseology  ; 
it  is  clear  and  perspicuous — it  sets  firth  prominently 
the  divin"  right  of  Episcopacy,  and  declares  that  in  its 
judgment  Epi-copacy  is  so  binding  upon  the  Church  in 
all  ages,  that  no  man  is  a  lawful  minister,  unless  epis- 
c  ipally  ordained.  I  apprehend,  sir,  that  it  would  be 
difficult  to  find  in  all  these  free  and  happy  states  any 
minister  in  our  Church,  who  either  maintains  or  at¬ 
tempts  to  inculcate  upon  his  hearers  principles  upm 
tlie  government  anl  constitution  of  the  Church,  that 
•  re  higher  or  more  exclusive  th.an  those.  And  surely 
if  in  our  z^'a!  for  the  honour  of  the  Church,  we  only 
enforce,  illustrate,  and  expound  the  opinions  that  are 
advanced  in  our  formul  iry  of  prayer,  and  which  a  careful 
examination  convinces  us,  areas  distinctly  set  forth  in 
the  Bible,  no  one  out  of  the  Church,  and  above  all,  no 
one  who  ministers  at  her  altars,  has  a  right  to  complain. 

With  other  denominations,  wi'h  the  validity  or  in¬ 
validity  of  their  ordimtions,  we  have  nothing  to  do, 
only  so  far  as  we  are  personally  concerned.  It  is  not 
our  province,  and  1  am  not  awure  that  we  have  ever 
U8urp''d  the  right  of  dictating  to  otliers,  or  assailing 
with  virulence  and  ranc-  ur  their  pe.acelul  and  unob¬ 
trusive  opinions.  We  applaud  their  zeal,  intelligence 
and  learning,  and  have  o'ten  enkindled  in  our  own 
wisoins  a  flame  of  h^av.  nly  devotion  from  theirs.  We 
fe'-l  nodisixwition  to  arraign  them  before  the  bar  of  our 
judgment,  simply  because  upon  a  great  and  important 
eunject  we  hold  different  opinions. 

Should  It  be  argued  hereafter  that  the  meaning  of 
the  author  in  qu^eiion  has  been  misappr'‘hended  or 
wilfully  misrepresented  should  it  be  argu-d  that  he 
oaver  intended  to  inveigh  against  the  maintenance  and 
prowolgation  of  the  divine  rijiht  of  Episcopacy  and  its 
loevilable  concomitants,  then  we  would  a.-k  what  does 
ha  muant  In  one  paragraph  I  read  this  rhapsody 
“  l>it  US  go  and  announce  to  Christians  around  us  as 
tha  anquestionable  truth,  and  as  the  certain  doctrines 
of  emr  (/burcb,  that  they  arc  without  a  Christian  minis

our  principles  are  exclusive;  if  in  our  estimation  the 
Bible  recognizes  such  principles,  charge  the  criminality 
of  holding  ihem  (if  criminality  there  be)  not  on  u?,  tlie 
unworthy  recipients,  but  on  the  principles  themselves; 
erase  them  from  your  formularies  ot  prayer — hold 
them  to  pu'dic  odium,  and  then  consign  them  to  the 
gulf  of  oblivion.  If  ihc  writer  believes  that  ibe  minis¬ 
try  not  episcopally  ordained  and  the  sacraments  admin¬ 
istered  by  such,  are  valid,  then  let  him  publicly  dis¬ 
claim  the  doctrines  already  adduced  from  the  Prayer- 
book  and  rep  ise  all  of  our  claim  to  the  confidence  and 
esteem  of  others  upon  the  expediency  of  onx  institutions 
and  the  beautiful  syiiimefry  of  our  creed. 

It  would  be  dastardly  in  us,  sir,  to  forsake  our  prin¬ 
ciples  for  the  purpose  of  courting  the  smiles  of  thosy, 
whose  frowns  it  is  thought  we  can'-ot  long  survive.  So 
long  as  our  opinions  are  maintained  in  the  spirit  of 
charity,  no  one  has  a  right  to  complain. 

But  to  the  evidence  of  facts.  In  a  work  cnnt  iining 
a  series  of  letters  u|)on  the  subject  of  lOpis'opacy,  writ¬ 
ten  by  Dr.  Linn  and  Mr.  How'e,  edited  by  the  late 
Bishop  Hobart,  whose  opinions  <11  this  suhj*  ct  I  adduce, 
because  he  is  universal'y  regarded  as  the  must  rigid 
and  uncompromising^  of  high  churchmen,  the  readcjr 
will  find  ample  prcxif  that  a  spirit  of  censorioiisness  i.< 
not  indulged  in  by  those  wlio  advocate  the  dc  ctrines  so 
harshly  repudiat'  d  by  your  correspondent  S.  II.  T.  I 
am  as  much  opp  »sed,  sir,  to  any  ex-cathedra  denuncia¬ 
tions  as  any  one  Cin  be,  and  I  cordially  unite  in  the 
common  d»‘tcstation  of  low  and  unbecoming  invectives. 
But  still  I  arn  not  convinced  lint  a  mniily  and  disj  as- 
sionate  defence  cif  my  own  views,  no  matter  ho'.v  ex¬ 
clusive  they  may  be,  is  a  ju'^t  ground  of  cli-salis'aclion 
1  never  felt  insulted  or  prov.-ked  because  Dr.  Miller, 
an  eminent  and  distinguished  miriis’er  in  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Church,  whose  personal  character  I  admire  and 
to  who.-e  deop-toned  piety  I  can  bear  an  honourable 
tes'imony,  founded  upon  long  observation,  claims  the 
dicii  e  right  of  Presbyterian  or  the  clas-sical  form  of 
(.'liiirch  government.  .And  why  should  this  writer  pour 
forth  such  a  torrent  of  it  dignant  eloquence,  because  1 
claim  the  same  right]  'J'liat  our  Church  does  not  be¬ 
lieve  in  the  vnli-liiy  of  the  ordination  of  other  Churches, 

is  proved  by  ijje  fact  that  bethra  eb'-y  am  qumlifioil  t<k 
serve  at  her  altars,  they  must  be  ep  scopally  ordained. 

In  CO  iclusion,  1  maintain  that  one  of  two  things  is 
true.  Either  this  author  imputes  to  a  large  and  re¬ 
spectable  portion  of  the  Church  a  spirit  of  unfeeling 
exultation  or  hitter  invective  against  others ;  or  else  he 
inveighs  against  one  of  the  clearest  tenets  contained  in 
the  23'1  article  and  the  oidiiiation  service.  He  may 
chiKise  either  horn  of  the  dilemma.  In  my  opinion  he  is 
justly  entitled  to  both. 

I  cannot  hut  World*  r  at  the  modesty  of  the  gentle¬ 
man,  displayed  in  the  classification  he  has  made  of  the 
two  classes  of  ministers  in  the  tfiierch  to  which  we 
belong.  “'I'he  very  men  who  have  been  most  opjHised 
by  the  holders  of  authority  in  the  (Jliurch,”  he  affirms, 
liave  been  they  w  ho  have  the  most  wid<.  ly  extended  its 
influence  and  h  uioun  d  i's  character  abroad,”  &c.  He 
first  plants  hi!iiS'’lf  and  his  coadjutors  on  the  defensive, 
and  tlien  he  proceed.s  to  enuinerate  the  trophies  they 
have  vvon  for  the  honour  of  the  Church,  trophies,  whicli 
ill  spl->nd'iur  and  importance,  far  e-  lipse  the  feeble  at¬ 
tain  iients  of  their  lugh-churcli  brethren.  Sir,  1  mean 
not  to  detract  from  the  well-earned  reputation  of  those 
who  differ  with  me  in  opinion.

Mr.  Editor, —  When  I  entered  iip-m  the  course  of 


writing  in  which  I  am  now  engaged,  upon  the  present 
prospects  of  the  Epis'  opai  Church,  1  was  fully  aware, 
that  some  tilings  would  neces.-'arilv  be  said,  which 
Would  be  offensive  to  some  of  my  readers.  F’or  though 
my  simple  object  has  b'  en,  to  sp'  ak  of  the  I*  ndency 
and  operation  of  certriin  principles  among  ii.'»,  which 
are  well  und  rstood,  I  supp  'sed  it  to  be  almost  impos¬ 
sible,  to  discuss  fr-’ely  this  abstract  subject,  without  ap¬ 
pearing,  at  least  to  those  w  ho  maintain  these  princi¬ 
ples,  to  cast  some  imputalii  n  upon  Ihem.  It  may  be 
under  such  circu'TiB’niices,  of  no  avail,  to  declare,  what 
is  nevertheless  the  fact,  that  I  liave  no  warfare  with 
any  man.  My  moot  ardent  wisli,  “  my  heart’s  desire 
and  prayer  to  God”  would  be  gratified,  if  I  could  see 
those  who  hold  these  de.signated  doctrines,  which  1  be- 
ieve  to  be  so  injurious  to  the  cause  of  vital  pi-  ly,  and 
to  the  real  in'ciests  of  the  F^pisropal  Church,  renounc¬ 
ing  them,  for  the  ground  upon  which  the  Church  iisolf 
places  us;  and  the  whole  power  of  our  community 
united  in  the  defence  of  the  doctrines,  which  our  stan¬ 
dards  teach,  and  in  the  practice  w  hich  is  most  conform¬ 
ed  to  them.  But  if  it  be  indeed  impossible,  to  speak 
of  the  subjects,  which  are  thus  presented,  in  the  most 
Christian  manner  and  spirit,  without  giving  offence, 

1  am  still  so  convinced  of  the  necessity  of  making  the 
efforts  in  which  I  am  occupied,  to  sustain  in  the  Church 
the  truths  which  the  Church  teaches,  that  I  shall  ha- 
zard  the  result  of  being  possibly  covered  with  per¬ 
sonal  odium  in  the  views  of  some,  and  of  forfeiting  the 
kind  feelings  of  many  with  whom  1  must  occasionally 
associate.  This  result  will  be  temporary.  Perhaps 
the  more  permanent  effect  may  also  be  secured,  of  ex¬ 
tending  among  our  people,  the  acknowledgment  and 
support  of  those  moderate  principles  in  Church  distinc¬ 
tions,  and  those  evangelical  principles  in  doctrine  and 
preaching,  which  are  so  essential  to  the  real  prosperi¬ 
ty  of  the  Church. 

Having  this  clear  view  of  the  responsiblity,  and  of 
the  possible  result  to  mys'dfiof  the  publication  of  these 
essays,  when  they  were  commenced,  1  am  not  at  all 
surprised,  to  find  myself  assailed  as  I  am  in  the  last 
number  of  the  Churchman.  To  the  long  editorial  at¬ 
tack  upon  me  in  that  paper,  I  have  nothing  to  say  in 
the  shape  of  reply.  I  mourn  over  the  spirit  which  it 
displays,  and  the  language  in  which  the  writer  has 
condescended  to  express  himself,  not  only  on  his  own 
account,  but  for  the  sake  of  those  younger  brethren, 
vvhom  he  has  been  appointed  to  assist  in  uieir  prepara¬ 
tion  for  the  sacred  ministry,  and  to  whom  his  example 
is  necesarily  of  to  much  importance.  It  is  painful  to 
a  Christian  to  witness  the  existence  and  exhibition  of 
8uch  a  state  of  mind.  But  the  article  itself  has  minis¬ 
tered  much  encouragement  to  me,  to  go  forward  in 
the  course  of  writing  in  which  I  have  thus  far  proceed¬ 
ed.  It  shows  me,  in  the  exceeding  vehemence  of  its 
opposition,  that  my  efforts  have  not  been  altogether  in¬ 
effectual  and  powerless.  U  convinces  me,  by  the  con-

We  hear  of  no 
prominent  efforts  to  build  up  tlie  cause  in  any  better 
method,  by  those  who  are  opposed  to  this.  And  what 
is  the  manifest  tendency  of  lliis  opposition,  while  it  Ib 
not  thus  counteracted  by  opposing  influences  arising 
from  great  exertions  for  the  obj-'ot  itsell,  but  to  give 
an  apparent  sanction  to  habits  of  indulgence  which 
the  'I'ernperance  Society  opiHises,  and  to  shelter  under 
the  aulliiifity  of  some  principle  net  regarded  by  them, 
those  who  contend  with  this,  society  upon  the  ground 
of  its  object]  Is”  it  not  likely  to  be  the  fact  that 
opposers  to  the  Temperance  Society,  will  reject 
the  habiis  of  life  which  this  society  proposes]  Nay, 
is  it  not  pos-ible,  that  some  under  the  plea  of  avow¬ 
ing  and  exhibiting  their  independence  of  its  con¬ 
straint,  will  partake  even  unnecessarily  and  beyond 
their  custom  of  the  very  indulgence  which  it  tru  g  to  ; 
prevent]  I  have  no  hesitation  in  avowing  my  con¬ 
viction,  that  the  tendency  of  opposition  to  the  Temper¬ 
ance  Society  in  our  Churches  is  to  diminish  the  app^  ar- 
ance  of  wrong,  the  idea  of  sin,  as  connected  with  need¬ 
less  indulgence  in  intoxicating  drinks ;  and  thus  to  fur¬ 
nish  an  excuse  and  shelter  for  habits  which  are  in  them- 
oppoo^ii  fo  ifitj  iiifliicncG  Btid  opcrfition  Ol  Iruo 
piety.  Nor  can  this  tendency  be  prevented,  until  they 
who  make  this  opposition,  universally  practise  upon 
the  habits  of  temperance  which  the  society  advocates. 
This  is  one  instance  of  the  tendency  of  these  exclu¬ 
sive  principles  to  produce  a  low  standard  of  religion 
among  us.  The  effect  is,  to  give  to  Christian  profes- 
-sors  in  this  point  of  their  practice,  a  sanction  for  ha¬ 
bits,  which  are  certainly  “  conformed  to  this  world,” 
and  whicli  inevitably  operate  to  destroy  the  purity  and 
spirituality  of  tlie  Christian’s  mind.  Noone  wlio  “  sits 
long  at  the  wine,”  and  has  bistable  habitually  furnish¬ 
ed  with  the  means  of  indulgence  and  excess,  can  expect 
to  have  credit  given  to  his  principles,  when  from  tlie 
midst  of  bolt'es  around  him,  he  declar*“s  that  his  whole 
opposilion  to  the  Tempi'rancc  Society  is  to  the  way  in 
which  it  acts,  but  that  his  luart  is  sincerely  interested 
in  ih'a  cause  which  it  undertakes  to  promote.  I'he 
real  iiifliu  nee  of  this  opposition  we  see  iricrens  ng 
around  us,  in  iliis  lowering  of  the  standard  of  Chris¬ 
tian  character  among  us,  and  leaching  men  to  “  call 
g(  od  evil,  and  evil  good.” 

Another  instance  of  the  tendeney  of  th  se  exclusive 
prinriples  to  lower  the  standard  of  religion  among  us,  is 
llieir  opposition  to  meetings  for  social  prayer,  and  to 
tliat  vnrii  d  class  of  religious  services  known  in  some 
of  our  congregations,  a.s  of  a  in-’re  private  and  infor¬ 
mal  character,  than  the  public  worship  of  the  sanctuary. 
Upon  this  subject  it  is  perhaps  difficult  to  speak  dis¬ 
tinctly,  because  whatever  particular  service  I  might  in¬ 
stance,  some  would  deny  that  their  principles  compell¬ 
ed  them  to  oppose  it ;  just  as  the  Fjditor  of  the  Church¬ 
man  has  undertaken,  in  the  article  already  referred  to, 
to  deny  the  holding  of  doctrines  imputed  by  me,  which 
might  be  extracli'd  from  a  multitude  of  books,  and  have 
boon  as  notoriously  declared  in  our  Church  as  any  other 
doctrine  whatsoever.  But  there  is  no  niisunderstand- 
ing  among  us,  of  the  facts  in  the  cas*'.  These  desig¬ 
nated  principles  instil  an  opposition  among  our 
Churches  tn  extemporaneous  prayer;  in  regard  to  which 
O'!  od  old  Bishop  Hall,  than  whom  the  Church  has  never 
furnished  a  better  model,  says,  “Far be  it  from  me  to 
d  shcarten  any  good  Christian  from  the  lue  of  conceived 
prayer  in  bis  private  devotions,  and  upon  occasions  also 
in  the  public.  1  would  hate  to  be  guilty  of  pouring  so 
murh  water  upon  the  Spirit,  to  which  I  shall  nln  lly 
add  oil  rather.  This  is  not  to  be  opposed  in  nnoth*>r  by 
any  man  tliat  hath  found  the  true  operation  of  this 
grace  in  himself.  But  in  the  meantime,  b't  the  public 
form  of  the  sacred  Church  liturgy  have  its  due  order.

would  be.  'I'his  author,  in  illustrating  the  organization  i  ^yj]l  5^, 


of  our  Church,  as  “  proniotive  of  peace  and  harmony, 
remarks  that  tliere  is  recognized  among  us  the  right  of 
discussing  freely  tliose  various  doctrinal  points  upon 
which  there  is  disagreement  Of  the  results  w  hich 
may  be  expected  from  such  discussion,  lie  says: — 

“  kSo  far  from  this  being  productive  of  dbcord,  it  is 
the  only  expedient  by  which  men  can  be  held  together 
in  the  bonds  of  union.  To  suppose  that  thousands  of 
minds,  having  a  great  diversity  of  association — and 
having  been  subjected  to  different  habits  of  discipline 
and  training,  would  embrace  on  all  minor  or  metaphy¬ 
sical  points  the  same  stereotype  opinions,  is  absurd — 
and  to  suppose  that  men  whose  great  study  is  truth, 
should  not  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  expressing  freely 
their  views  in  relation  to  truth,  is  equally  absurd. 

“  The  great  matter  is  to  have  this  right  understood 
and  recognized — then  there  will  be  no  alienation  of  af¬ 
fection  or  bitter  denunciation  among  brethren  though 
they  widely  differ  on  some  points.  That  this  right  is 
fully  recognized  by  our  standard  of  faith  might  be  made 
evident  by  a  reference  to  the  17lh  Article,  which  was 
constructed  with  an  evident  design  to,  meet  the  views 
of  two  cla'-se.s  of  men  who  thought  differently  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  doctrine  of  the  divine  decrees.  As  Bishop 
Burnet  remarks — ‘  the  Church  has  not  been  peremp¬ 
tory — but  a  latitude  has  been  left  to  different  opinions.’ 

“  1  am  well  aware,  that  though  this  principle  is  in- 
wrouglit  into  the  very  texture  of  our  ecclesia.-'tical  or¬ 
ganization,  there  has  been  at  times  an  unwillingness 
among  us  to  recognize  it.  And  lliis  has  led  to  nearly 
all  the  Controversies  that  have  agitated  our  Zion,  since 
the  first  establishment  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in 
America.” 

It  is  not  nec*'ssary  to  define  the  limits  w  ithin  which 
the  exercise  of  this  privilege  is  allowable.  Thai  there 
arc  limits  to  its  exercise  we  think  it  important  to  main¬ 
tain.  We  are  as  much  opposed  to  latitudinarianism 
in  doctrine  or  discipline,  as  much  averse  to  unnecessary 
controversies  in  religion,  as  we  are  favourable  to  tote 
ration  in  subjects  not  authoritatively  dt  fined  by  the 
standards  of  our  Church.  But  in  relation  to  points  re 
cently  discussed  in  our  columns,  the  principle  asserted 
in  the  foregoing  extract  is  manifestly  applicable.  All 
we  ask  is  that  it  shall  be  recognized  and  acted  upon 
both  in  theory  and  practice.  Has  it  not  been  thus  re¬ 
cognized,  some  of  our  readers  will  perhaps  be  ready  to 
inquire.  We  have  said,  no,  in  our  preceding  article, 
and  w  e  find  since  it  was  w  ritten  melancholy  evidence, 
of  the  correctness  of  our  assertion.  To  this  evidence 
it  is  painful  to  refer,  but  we  consider  it  due  to  the 
Church  that  it  should  be  the  subject  of  reflection,  sad 
I  though  it  be,  and  that  the  illustration  which  it  affords

godly  men  from  exercising  th»*ir  gift  in  prayer.  An  J  of  the  justice  of  our  positions  should  not  be  lost, 
enjoined  liturgy  may  w’ell  stand  with  the  freedom  of 
a  prayer  concaved.  The  desk  is  no  hindrance  to  the 
pulpit.  He  is  wanting  to  his  duty,  that  slackeneth 
either  service.”*  They  inculcate  also  an  opposition  to 
laymen  leading  in  the  devotions  of  any  of  our  reli¬ 
gious  meetings.  They  oppose  every  service  which  is 
not  according  to  the  prescribed  form  of  our  public  wor¬ 
ship.  They  represent  such  services  as  irregular,  and 
inconsistent  with  the  true  principles*  of  the  Episcopal 
Church.  The  full  operation  of  these  exclusive  princi¬ 
ples,  as  far  as  I  understand  them,  would  be  to  confine  the 
religious  services  of  a  congregation  to  the  specially-ap¬ 
pointed  occasions  prescribed  in  the  Prayer-book,  and  to 
the  undeviating  use  of  the  form  of  worship  therein  con¬ 
tained.  Now  the  whole  experience  of  the  Church 
shows  the  tendency  and  unavoidable  result  of  this  sys¬ 
tem,  to  be  the  extending  of  a  spirit  of  coldness  and  for¬ 
malism  in  our  Churches.  What  can  be  more  near 
the  “form  of  godliness  without  the  power  there¬ 
of,”  in  regard  to  our  religious  worship,  than  the 
services  of  our  “prayer-days,”  as  they  have  been 
held  in  many  of  the  Churches  of  our  land?  The 
absence  of  a  system  of  weekly  religious^  meeting 
adapted  to  the  wants  and  circumstances  of  the  people, 
is  found,  as  far  as  1  have  seen  the  Church,  to  be  al¬ 
most  uniformly  eo-existent  with  a  coldness  among  the 
people  in  rcmril  to  religion,  and  a  very  secondary  ap 
preciation  of  its  importance.  The  result  is,  that  few 
souls  are  converted  under  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel, 
and  that  even  the  number  of  mere  professors  of  reli¬ 
gion,  outward  communicants,  is  diminished,  and  limit¬ 
ed  also.  Why,  when  we  look  around  some  of  our 
Churches,  do  we  find  but  about  a  hundred  communi 
cants  in  a  large  congregation,  and  among  them  hut

a  few  males,  and  they  of  advanced  age,  when 
others,  we  find  several  hundred  in  congregations  no 


the  course  of  our  remarks  upon  it  we  shall  also  be  en¬ 
abled  to  do  an  act  of  justice  to  a  brother  in  the  ministry, 
vvhich  we  could  not  omit  in  some  form,  even  if  the 
subject  were  passed  over  in  the  present  connexion. 

The  example  of  intolerance  to  which  we  refer  in 
support  of  our  assertions,  is  to  be  found  in  the  editorial 
columns  of  the  New-York  Churchman  of  last  week. 
We  commence  with  the  following  specimen  from  the 
concluding  paragraph  of  the  article,  the  reference  of 
which  needs  not  to  be  explained  to  any  of  our  readers. 

“  We  take  ‘S.  H.  T.*  to  be  what  is  called  a  Low 
Churchman,  a  term  which  has  long  teen,  and  we  trust 
will  long  continue  to  be,  disused  as  a  distinction  of 
party.  In  the  present  state  of  the  Church,  it  is  of  no 
other  use  than  that  assigned  to  it  by  tlie  author  of  the 
*  High  Churchman  Vindicated’  to  denote  a  loose  and 
feeble  attachment  for  the  peculiarities  of  the  Church. 
It  cannot  be  denied,  nor,  considering  our  position  and 
history,  is  it  strange,  that  there  exist  within  our  pale 
many  and  extensive  sympathies  and  affinities  for  other 
religious  bodies  around  us,  which  are  strangers  to  our 
distinctive  views.  To  collect  these  flitating  and  fugi¬ 
tive  elements,  to  embody  them  in  a  definite  form,  and 
thus  to  make  them  a  badge  and  rallying  ground  of  parly, 
may  not  require  a  worse  heart  than  is  manifested  (we 
trust  not  possessed)  by  the  writer  in  the  Episcopal  Re¬ 
corder,  but  it  does  require  a  clearer  and  better  furnish¬ 
ed  head.” 

What  is  there,  we  ask,  in  the  communications  of  our 
correspondent  S.  H.  T.  to  suggest  these  offensive  per- 


seen  by  an  article  in  another  part  of  our 
paper.  The  veil  being  thus  necessarily  and  entirtly

We  appeal  to  any  who  have 
heard  his  public  instructions  from  week  to  week 
through  tlie  year,  or  listened  to  the  private  expression 
of  his  sentiments,  whether  there  ia  not  cvpry  evidence 
which  could  be  desired  of  tlie  luott  dccidnland  unwa¬ 
vering  attachment  to  the  Church  at  whose  aliars 
he  has  so  long  ministered.  Bat  such  on  appeal  is 
doubtless  unnecessary.  Our  owm  assertion  will  we  trust 
be  more  than  sufficient  to  set  against  that  of  the  Church¬ 
man,  founded  as  it  is  on  the  intimate  know  ledge  of  many 
years,  while  the  shaft  of  the  hitt-r  is  manifestly  sent  at 
random,  impelled  more  by  feeling  than  knowledge  or 
judgment.  'I'like,  for  instance,  the  following  imputa¬ 
tions,  which  will  serve  as  an  illustration  of  the  reck¬ 
lessness  with  which  the  writer  speaks  of  the  character 
of  a  brother  clergyman. 

“To  the  splendiJ  abilities  of  Bishop  Hobart,  in  ex¬ 
tending  the  belief  and  influence  of  these  views,  we  bear 
our  humble  but  miwt  cheerful  testimony.  But  who  else 
than  a  mushroom  F^piscopalian  would  ever  pretend  to 
give  such  dale  to  their  origin,  or  think  to  identify  their 
growth  and  power  with  the  influence  of  Bi.^hop  Ho¬ 
bart  }  H>  can  tell  ‘  S.  fl.  T.’  that  before  he  drew  a 
drop  of  nourishment — ifnouri.-hment  he  haseverdriwn 
— from  the  mother  whom  he  now  disgraces,  these  views 
were  lie)  I,  and,  by  rn.'ansofjust  such distort’ons  and  per¬ 
versions  as  he  now  disgorges,  expo.-ed  their  advocates 
to  a  scorn,  hatred,  porseculit  n  and  obloquy,  compared  to 
which  the  trials  of  Bishop  Hobart,  severe  tsth  y  were, 
were  as  sunshine.” 

And  again,  on  the  same  subject: 

“  He  probably  does  not  know  this,  butbefore  heep’aks 
again  of  the  origin  of ‘exclusive  principle^,’ we  ad¬ 
vise  him  to  ask  information  of  those  who  have  been 
long  enough  in  the  Chnrch  to  know  soiiu  thing  of  her 
history.”* 

Now  this  epithet  of  “  mushroom  F’piscopalian,’ 
intimation  that  S.  H.  T.  has  been  but  a  short  time  in 
the  Church,  together  with  a  previous  insinuation  re¬ 
specting  “sympathies  and  affinities  for  other  religious 
bodies,”  are  applied  to  one  who  has  been  sixteen  years 
in  the  ministry  of  the  Chnrch,  was  born  and  baptiz-^d  in 
its  bosom,  as  were  his  ancestors  for  many  gcneralio.ia. 
We  say  nothing  of  the  bearing  of  such  a  fad  upon  the 
sincerity  and  purity  of  an  attachment  to  the  Church, 
on  the  part  of  one  thus  descended  ;  but  cerlainly  it  'a 
unfortunate  to  select  this  as  the  ground  ot  a  sarcasm 
against  an  individual,  who  may  claim,  if  any 
be  a  Hebrew  of  the  Hebrews. 

We  shall  not  follow  the  Churchman  through  the  re¬ 
maining  personalities  of  his  article,  but  merrly 
in  justification  of  preceding  remarks  the  flillowing  •

VV’e  do  not  believe  that  this  intolerance  is  generally 
prevalent  in  the  Church,  and  it  is  our  hope  that  w  hat 
there  is  of  it  will  di.ninish.  The  way  to  hasten  its  ex¬ 
tinction,  to  promote  a  spirit  of  toleration,  lo  bind  the

Dear  Sir, — The  Churchman,  a  paper  published  in 
New-York,  lias  lately  accused  me  of  an  inconsistency 
of  Con  luct  in  regard  to  the  Temperance  Society,  in 
reference  to  which  smne  of  my  brethren  in  the  minis¬ 
try  have  reqiiest'*d  a  personal  explanation.  'J’he  fact 
relied  on  for  proof,  is  my  opposition  to  the  introduction 
of  a  resolulim  presented  by  the  Rev,  Mr.  Reynolds, 
tu  l!ie  Pennsylvania  Convention  of  IKUl.  \onr  own 
connexion  with  that  circumstance  lead.sme  to  apply  to 
you  tor  a  recollection  of  the  facts  as  they  occurred. 
.Mv  history  of  the  matter  is  simply  this  :  Mr.  Reynolds 
offered  a  resolution  expressing  approbation  of  the 
Temperance  Sncieiy.  Bishop  Wiiite  immediately 
arose,  and,  with  some  animation,  protested  against  the 
introduction  of  the  subject  lo  the  convention.  I  w^as 
sitting  on  the  kneeling  bench  of  the  chancel,  (m  St. 
Jiin -s’  Church)  at  the  time.  I  aro-e  after  the  Bishops 
remarks,  and  spoke  a  few  words  to  this  effect:  “  lam, 
sir,  a  m  inager  of  the  Temperance  S<>ciety,  and  have 
been  known  as  an  advocate  of  its  cause.  Upon  this 
subject,  therefore,  I  cannot  be  misunderstood.  I  per¬ 
ceive  that  the  iutroJuction  of  this  resolution  is  likely 
t  >  destroy  the  harmony  of  this  Uxly,  and  not  lo  benefit 
the  cause  of  the  Temperance  Society.  I  hope,  there¬ 
fore,  the  gentleman  vrill  agree  to  withdraw  his  reso¬ 
lution.”

Society.  Our  correspondent,  referring  to  the  fact,  and 
presuming  (with  what  justice  we  do  not  say)  tliat  the 
individual  designated  by  the  initials  ‘  S.  11.  'T.’  is  well 
known,  goes  on  to  state,  that  in  the  convention  of  the 
diocese  of  Peiinsj’lvania  in  183:),  a  resolution  being  of¬ 
fered  by  the  Rev.  John  Reynolds,  the  substance  of 
which  was,  that  the  convention  patronize  and  recom¬ 
mend  to  the  several  congregations  of  t)ie  di.icese  to 
patronize  the  'Temperance  Society,  it  was  most  stren¬ 
uously  opposed  by  *  S.  11.  T.,’  in  a  long  and  eloquent 
speech,  in  which  he  took  the  broad  ground  that  the  in¬ 
troduction  of  such  a  propo-<itiun  was  calculated  to  dis¬ 
turb  Die  harmony  of  the  (?liurch,  and  that  the  conven¬ 
tion  had  no  business  with  it,  the  Society  being  purely 
a  voluntary  association  of  a  secular  rather  than  an  ec¬ 
clesiastical  character.  ‘  I’he  fact,’  continues  our  cor¬ 
respondent,  ‘of  his  speaking  against  this  resolution  of 
Mr.  Reynolds,  and  deprecating  its  introduction  into 
the  Convention,  and  voting  against  its  adoption, 
known  to  every  member  of  the  convention.’  ” 

The  nature  of  the  charge,  founded  on  the  “  private 
letter”  of  the  Churchman’s  correspondent,  may  be  suf¬ 
ficiently  gathered  from  the  last  sentence  but  one,  of 
the  article  which  we  have  quoted,  which  is  as  follows  :

S.  H.  T.  in  relation  to  the  'Temperance  Society  is  pre 
cisely  the  same  in  18:37  as  it  was  in  183:3.  He  was 
then  in  favour  of  it  as  he  is  now.  He  was  then  oppos¬ 
ed  to  pressing  it  upon  the  convention  in  opposition  to 
the  wishes  of  the  bishop,  and  a  majority  of  its  mem¬ 
bers,  as  he  or  any  other  reasonable  friend  of  Tempe¬ 
rance  Societies  would  be  now  in  the  same  circumstan¬ 
ces.  The  precisely  parallel  and  unconcerted  course 
of /ICO  members  of  the  convention,  both  professing  at 
the  time  to  be  members  and  warm  friends  of  the  Tem¬ 
perance  Society,  is  a  circum-stance  which  must  put  at 
an  end  all  cavil  on  the  subject 

Observance  of  Christmas  and  other  festivals. — In 
the  article  on  our  fourth  page,  upon  the  observance  of 
Christmas,  the  writer  quotes  from  Cave’s  Primitive 
Christianity  in  reference  lo  its  antiquity.  Bingham, 
however,  the  best  authority  on  such  subjects,  says  of 
his  statements,  “  he  quotes  no  book  of  Theophilus 
therefore  we  are  left  to  conjecture,  that  he  meant  bis 
Paschal  epistle  mentioned  by  Eusebius  and  St.  Jerom, 
out  of  which  Hospinian*  before  had  alleged  these 
words  importing  that  the  French  observed  the  Nati¬ 
vity  of  Christ  on  the  25th  day  of  December.  ***  But 
there  is  no  mention  niade  at  all  of  the  Nativity  of 
Christ  throughout  the  whole  epistle,  ^  hich  seems  to 
be  spurious  also  and  of  no  credit.  *  *  *  bo  that  I 
lay  no  stress  upon  this  authority  as  being  neither  full 
to  the  point  nor  authentic.” 

The  first  certain  notice  of  the  celebration  of  Christ¬ 
mas  appears  to  be  in  the  circumstance  related  by  Ni- 
cephorus  and  referred  to  in  the  article  which  we  have 
copied.  “  But  it  is  more  material,”  says  Bingham, 

“  that  Chrysostom  [m  the  fourth  century]  says  this  day 
was  of  groat  antiquity  and  of  long  continuance,  being 
famous  and  renowmed  in  the  Church  from  the  begin¬ 
ning  far  and  wide  from  Thrace  as  far  as  (judes  in 
Spain.'' 

An  observancewhich  waso/grca/on/i^uify  and  long 

continuance  in  the  days  of  Chrysostom,  must  have  ex¬ 
tended  back  very  nearly  at  least  to  the  limes  of  the 
apostles. 

In  the  primitive  Church,  Christmas  and  the  Epipha¬ 
ny  were  generally  combined  and  observed  as  one  fes¬ 
tival.  'J’heir  separation  took  place  subsequently. 

The  observance  of  Easter  is  of  undoubted  antiquity. 

Cave  says  of  it  in  his  Primitive  Christianity,  “that  in 
and  from  the  times  of  the  apostles,  (besides  the  weekly 
returns  of  the  Loid’sday)  there  has  been  always  ob¬ 
served  an  Anniversary  Festival  in  memory  of  Christ’s 
resurrection,  no  man  can  doubt  that  has  any  insight

Is  it  true  that  the  celebration  of  the  nativity  of 
Christ,  as  observed  by  Epi-co.  alians  and  some  other 
Protestant  denomiiniions,  is  not  sanciioned,  but,  on 
the  contrary,  is  discount»  n>nced  by  Scripture? 

Is  It  true  tha',  in  the  tliree  hundred  years  imme¬ 
diately  succeeding  the  advent  of  our  Saviour,  w’e  have 
no  account  of  its  annual  celebr'ition  ? 

is  it  also  true  that  the  festival  of  Christmas  w'as  bor¬ 
rowed,  jdrsf,  hy  the  Ilomish  Church  from  the  Saturna- 
lial  ceremonies  of  the  Pagans,  and  from  them  copied 
by  Protest  mis  ? 

Is  it  true,  too,  that  the  exact  p^'riod  at  which  our 
Saviour  came  on  earth  is  wholly  uncertain?  And,  if 
the  actual  time,  of  Clirisl’s  birth  be  uncertain,  docs 
this  fact,  in  itself,  constitute  any  just  reason  why  Chris¬ 
tians  should  not  annually  celebrate,  with  prayer,  and 
praise,  and  ihonksgiving,  that  day  which  is  commonly 
received  hy  all  classes  of  Christ  inns  as  the  one  in 
which  the  Saviour  of  a  fallen  and  guilty  world  first 
appeared  oil  earth?
